Board of Trade Committee Re- 
port Inadvisable, 


On the Proposed Plan for Widening 
Hancock Street, 


However the Council Will Be Asked 
to Consider Widening. 


The Board of Trade held an adjourned 
meeting Wednesday evening to consider 
the widening of Hancock street, and the 
outlook now is not as favorable for the 
“boulevarding.”’ 

At the outset, the Committee on Streets 
to whom the matter had been referred, re- 
ported that they did not think it advisable 
at the present time to lay out the street as 
proposed unless some party was willing to 
pay the interest on the cost, but also a 
large proportion of said cost, 

Mr. Whitman said Messrs Milne and 
Cashman concurred with him in this re- 
port, but Messrs. Saville and Parker were 
unable to meet with the committee. 

In explanation of the report he said it 
would be necessary to make the street 90 
feet wide upon the plan proposed—24 feet 
for track reservation, 10 feet for each side- 
walk and 23 feet for each of the two road- 
ways.

Another new society for good enters its 
second year in Quincy. The headquarters 
of this charity is in Philadelphia and 
through some Quincy ladies, now living 
there, it became a strength only last winter 
in our city. The need of discriminating in 
charity to avoid the fault of making more 
poverty, led Lady Wolverton, of England, 
to form and mature this particular new 
benevolence. H. R. H. Princess Mary, 
president of the London Guild, is most 
active in this, 

The simple method of charity is in the 
beginning to make two new articles of 
comfortable winter clothing, and to give 
those to the branch of your own town or 
city. Then, through the directors and 
officers, these garments reach the needy 
poor. Each garment must be made of new 
material, and sensibly, of warm cloth, like 
flannel, wool, outing cloth, unbleached 
muslin, etc. Then knitted garments, and 
household and bedding materials are added 
to the list desired. 

The Quincy branch last winter gave away 
180 new articles, consisting of all kinds of 
garments. The little night wrappers of 
pretty outing cloth are remembered as very 
attractive, feather stitching in colored wash 
silks making them valuable to children’s 
eyes. This is of course not necessary and 
does not add to the warmth of the articles, 
but ladies of leisure like to make the gar- 
ments pretty to the eye. 

The President of the Quincy branch 
was and is Miss Abby B. Wood of School 
street. She is passing this season in Port- 
land, Oregon, and her mother, Mrs. Jobn 
Wood, kindly assumes the office, Mrs. J. 
R. Wade, 12 Gay street, is secretary and 
treasurer. The directors are Mrs. W. A. 
Coolidge, Miss Mary Dinegan, Miss Abby 
B. Wood, Miss Maria Whitney and Mrs. 
J. R. Wade. 

Last winter they gave 168 garments to 
various families, and 12 to our Hospital. 
Any member who obtains ten or more gar- 
ments from others, becomes a director, 
and gains the privilege of choosing to 
whom these garments shall go. This en- 
ables one to provide for her own especial 
poor, as each lady genera'ly has som? who 
individually appeal to her. 

This in brief is what this work is. It is

| destitute, Already this week, we saw four 
warm garments made to suit a child of ten 
or twelve, there were two petticoats of 
pink aud white outing cloth and two pairs 
of night drawers of the same, all cut and 
made beautifully, as this member, a lady 
living on Foster street, always does her 
work. Otber of our friends, busy people 
last winter, purchased mittens and wool 
stockings to give. The system this guild 
adopts should prevent only those who are 
most worthy receiving gratis of their store.

in ordinary times. Our people now face 
a crisis. A crisis more serious than any 
since the war. To what party shall they 
turn in their dire emergency? It is true 
that the present crisis may not involva 
all equally, that there are thgse who do 
not suffer now, and who may not suffer 
should the crisis threatened by the gold 
standard come on in allits fury. Human 


selfishness makes these deaf to all ap- 
peals. But to these, fortunately, the 
Democratic party has never needed to 


appeal to win its battles, nor does it now, 
save as there are some among them who 
can rise superior to self in the sacrifice 
which such a crisis demands of every 
patriot. We are told that the country 
has prospered under the present mone- 
tary standard, that its wealth has 
enormously increased. Granted, but in 
whose hands? In the hands of the toil- 
ers, the producers, the farmers, the min- 
ers, the fabricators in the factories, the 
creators of the nation’s wealth in peace, 
its defenders in war? Have they the 
prosperity which was theirs so late as 
even 20 years ago? Ideny it. They deny 
it. None affirm it, save those whose in- 
terest {it is to do so. Whose profits 
would diminish as prosperity returns to 
those of whose distress they thrive? 
All is indeed right between capital and 
capital. “The best money in the world” 
{s none too good for those who have got 
it, but how is it with the 90 per cent of 
our people who have “got it to get?” 
How is it with those who must buy this 


“best money in the world” with the 
products of their own labor? 
Those are the people for whom the 


Democratic party would legislate. 

What is the best money for these? is 
the question for all to ask who really 
love this land. How else can you in- 
crease labor's purchasing power, but by 
increasing the price of labor’s products? 
Is it a fair measure of values that in our 
great producing section, 10 bushels of 
potatoes must be paid for $1, 10 bushels 
of oats for $1, six bushels of corn for $1, 
three bushels of wheat, and all other 
products of the soil and mines, and the 
labor of all wage-earners at the same 
ratio? Does any fair mind say this is 
honest money that forces such an ex- 
change, and if it is not a fair exchange, 
{gs it honest, is it less than robbery? This 
is the condition to which the single gold 
standard has brought us. Under it the 
appreciation of the “best money in the 
world” has increased the wealth of the 
rich, and for the same reason has in- 
creased the debt of the debtor. So it 
has been, so under the present standard 
it must continue to be. 

With these object lessons about us, 
little need have we for history and sta- 
tistics, and the studies of scholars, Lit- 
tle satisfaction it is to us that they have 
warned us long since of the deadly evil 
of the gold standard. It has brought us 
at last to the parting of the ways 
Whither shall the people go, in the way 
that has led to their enslavement, or 
into that which offers them their only 
chance to regain individual liberty. 
lasting prosperity and happiness? Lat 
not our opponants charge us with 
creating class distinctions. Alas for the 
republic, they are already here, created 
by the Republican policy of the last 36 
years, created by the very system we 
would now overthrow and destroy. Nor 
do we raise a sectional issuc€ . The nomi- 
nation you tender repels the charge 
None know better than I that this nomi- 
nation is meant ag no personal tribute 
but as an assurance that our party ts 
@ non-sectional party. Not by our policy, 
but only by the continuance of the gold 
standard can sectionalism be revived. 
Neither shall our opponents be permitted 
to terrify the people by predictions that 
temporary disturbance or panic will 
come from the policy we propose. The 
American people will be loyal to the 
nation’s money, will stand behind {It and 
maintain it at whatever value they 
themselves may put upon it. Once be- 
fore in the present generation have our 
people been called upon to face a mo- 
mentous crisis. 

What then, said Mr. Lincoln, the 
chosen leader of the plain people of the 
land? Was he awed by threats or weak- 
ened by the wily persuasion of the false 
friends, who, as today, pleaded for com- 
promise with wrong? His answer was: 
“If our sense of duty forbids this, then 
let us stand by our duty, fearlessly and 
effectively. Let us be diverted by none 
of these sophistical contrivantes where- 
with we are so industriously plied and 
belabored, contrivances such as groping 
for some middie ground between the 
right and the wrong. Reversing the 
divine rule and calling not the sinners 
but the righteous to repentance, such ag 
invocations to Washington, imploring 
men to unsay what Washington said, and 
undo what Washington did. Neither let 
us be slandered from our duty by falsa 
accusatiens against us. Let us have 
faith that right makes might, and in 
that faith let us, to the end, dare to do 
our duty as we understand it.”

Capt. Wadsworth Nominated and 
Mr. Morrell Asked to Resign. 


For over five hours the Norfolk county 
Republican convention was in session 
in Boston on Wednesday without a re- 
cess, There was excitement from first to 
last, The contest over the Dedham dele- 
gates, the turndown of Clerk Worthing- 
ton, the attempt to sell delegates for county 
commissioner, and the futile efforts of 
Chairman Morrell’s friends to prevent the

make interesting reading.

I remembered only that these 
men were of our race and blood, and had 
met us of the north on many a battle- 
field with a devotion to what they be- 
lieved to be right, and a heroism equal 
to our own. Over the graves of the 
Blue and the Gray alike nature has 
spread her mantle of living green, and 
on both the morning dewdrops glisten, 
nature's tribute to human suffering, de- 
votion and death. 

The qualities of an heroic manhood, 
shown by soldiers of the south, un- 
equaled but by those of the men of the 
north, who grappled with them on many 
a hard-fought field of alternate victory 
and defeat, can never be forgotten, nor 
cease to be admired. These qualities, 
matchless courage, unsurpassed. en- 
durance, unquestioned devotion to prin- 
ciple, as God gave them to see the right, 
are now needed. Those of the north 
man and southron combine in building 
up our country, and in increasing its 
prosperity and power. As the men of 
the south, led by the teachings of their

Marsh, who was a bachelor, lived the 
life of a recluse for many years. His 
home is on the extreme point of rocks, 
almost inaccessible, except by a narrow 
path, while there were no living rooms 
on the ground floor. It is known that ne 
was very tntemperate, and during the 
past year had lost large sums in specula- 
tion. Nevertheless, he had full run of 
the bank, attending to all investments, 
as well as those of the numerous corpora- 
tions and estates, with which he was 
connected. He was treasurer of the 
Cape Ann Savings bank, of the Gilbert 
home corporation, of the Gilbert hospital 
corporation, and trustee of the Gilbert 
charity fund, the Gilbert estate, the 
Hough estate, the George H. Rogers 
estate, the Fuller Davis estate, the 
estate of Mrs. Sarah M. Johnson, and the 
Hildreth estate. 

One of his bondsmen stated last night 
that Marsh’s bond to the Gilbert hos- 
pital would probably cover the short- 
age, but it is rumored that his pecula- 
tion from the other estates will be more 
than $100,000, the Hildreth estate being 
the principal sufferer. 

The savings bank 
closed their examination of the books of 
the Cape Ann Savings bank, and re- 
ported that the funds of the bank were 
intact. The deposits amounted to $3,300- 
217.87, and the guarantee fund is $170,000. 
The directors state that if there is a run 
on the bank, they will take advantage of 
the 60-day clause.

ARTIST ANB NOVELIST. 


Death of George Du Maurier After Many Weeks 
of Suffering. 

London, Oct. 9.—George Du Maurier, 
the artist-novelist of international re- 
nown, is dead. For weeks past he had 
been suffering from heart and lung 
trouble, and yesterday he passed away. 

The end was painless, and when the 
Summons came there were many sorrow- 
ing friends at his bedside, 


GEORGE DU MAURIER. 
“A little trust that when we die 
We reap our sowing; and so— good-by.” 
So wrote George Du Maurier, at a time 
when he began to realize that he had won 
success; but that popularity meant his 


death. For long years he had suffered 
from heart trouble, and during the ex- 
citing times that marked his progress 
to literary fame he w as constagtly 
warned by physicians and friends tnat 
he was hurrying nimself toward the goal 
of earthly life. To halt he could not; 
and if he could, it is probable that he 
would not have made the attempt. Dur- 
ing these later years his life was in his 
pen, and he wrote it aw ay in the joys 
and pleasures that he has left as a 
legacy to the reading world of now and 
all future time. 

Du Maurier was also a maker of plc- 
tures—one who depicted the life of lux- 
urious England, but whose damty 
breadths of wit left no Sting, but showed 
the finest humor that was a part of his 
very life. As someone has said, he was 
“the Thackeray of the pencil,” in that 
he gave true but not malicious pictures 
of his time. 

And all these finer qualities appeared 
when he plunged into the literary world 
and set the critics agog, discussing his 
“Peter Ibbetson” and “Trilby.” Du 
Maurier was born in Paris, March 6, 1834.

Cardinal Satolli Said to Be 
Responsible For It. 


Catholic University Will Suffer Heavy Monetary 
Loss by the Controversy. 


Washington, Oct. 9.—Bishop Keane’s 
removal from the rectorship of the Cath- 
olic university, is considered here not 
only as the practical result of the 
parochial and public school controversy, 
but as a signal for reopening that old 
trouble. The forces of Catholicism now 
Stand arrayed against each other to 
fight this matter to the bitter end. It is 
& matter of general prediction in Cath- 
odlic circles that the storm, which is about 
to break, will be powerful enough to be 
felt even in Rome. Among the Catholic 
clergy and laity, not only in Washington, 
but in every part of the Union, Bishop 
Keane's retirement is regarded as an 
overwhelming defeat for Archpishop 
Tveland, and what is known as the Amer- 
{can school of Catholicism. But this 
party does not intend to accept this 
stunning blow silently. 

The question at issue is whether it is 
best for Catholics to accept the educa- 
tion offered by the state or to adhere to 
the rigid rule of parochial teaching. The 
archbishop of St. Paul and his followers, 
including the former rector of the Cath- 
olic university, are on the popular side 
of the question. They say the state, and 
hot the parent has the first right over 
the child. They hold that the state has 
the right to offer education, and to force 
the parent to adopt it, in one form or 
another. He may choose the parochial 
schools if he is disposed; if not, the state 
may compel him to take advantage of 
the free system it provides for all its 
children. Archbishop Ireland has con- 
tended that it is unfair that Catholics 
should be compelled to support both 
parochial and public schools. 

The other forces, representing strict 
adhesion to the ancient usages of the 
church are, as is well known, led by 
Archbishop Corrigan. The primate of 
New York holds that the church has the 
absolute right to control the education 
of the young, and that the state has none, 
Furthermore, that the state has no right 
to offer education to a Catholic—that 
Catholics should be absolutely forbidden 
to consider such an offer, and that, 
should it be a choice between state 
education or absolute ignorance, a Cath- 
olic is conscientiously obliged to select 
ignorance. A Catholic’s first allegience 
is to God, next to the state. They must 
first be Catholics, Americans afterward. 

The recent important event—the re- 
moval of Bishop Keane—points to the 
conclusion that Rome endorses Corrigan 
und condemns Ireland. But it is stated 
that the Vatican is not really acquainted 
with the school question in the United 
States, that the best element of Catholi- 
cism is outraged when patriotism be- 
comes a matter of secondary considera- 
tion. A large number of local clergy 
have thus expressed themselves. The 
two factions are now gathering their 
forces, and it is predicted that the Amer- 
ican hierarchy can no longer be divided 
on such a vital point. This will be the 
death fight of either Corrigan or Ireland. 
It is recognized as such, and the next 
few weeks will witness a contest that 
will long be memorable in the history of 
the Catholic church in the United States. 

“Who is responsible?” is a question 
now being generally asked, and the most 
plausible answer seems to be “‘Satolli.”’ 
Some who profess to know say that Sa- 
tolli is directly responsible for the re- 
moval of Bishop Keane. 

A man well informed in these matters 
said yesterday: ‘“‘There can be no doubt 
that Cardinal Satolli is responsible for 
the whole thing. Cardinal Satolli has 
different views from those of Bishop 
Keane, and he had the ear of the pope. 
The blow is a terrible one to the Catholic 
university, and to the progressive party 
of the church. The party was represent- 
ed by the university, and Bishop Keane 
not only represented the university, but 
was, it might be said, the university it- 
self. 

“No topic is so much discussed among 
the Catholics, both lay and clergy, as 
this. It overshadows all others in {m- 
portance. I know that the unirersity 
will suffer greatly from his loss. The 
day his deposal became known, a will in 
Washington, in which $50,000 was left 
to the university, was changed, and it 
will not receive a cent. Another leaving 
$100,000 and a third leaving $150,000 to the 
university have since been changed. 
That is $300,000 which I know of which 
the university has already lost.

| “Since the organization of the prison 
society some six months ago my punish- 
ment reports, I am glad to say, have 
been greatly reduced. ‘Lhe general dis- 
cipline of the greatly im- 
proved, and a decided improvement 18 
noticeable in almost every phase of the 
prisoners’ bves. Many of the convicts 
in this prison are, in my belief, living 
upright Christian lives, and all the re- 
sult of the good influences of the Chris- 
tian Endeavor society.

Quincy Reaps Full Blessing from 
Absence of Saloon. 


John 0. Hall Writes on Law En- 
forcement in this City. 


In ‘the current issue of ‘t The Temper- 
ance Cause”’ is the following communica- 
tion from the pen of John O. Hall, the 
City Auditor, on the enforcement of the 
liquor laws in Quincy, which is fair 
statement of facts : 

The benefits which have followed the 
exclusion of the liquor business from 
Quincy are legion. More money earned, 
more money in the home, more money 
for the storekeeper, more money kept 
in the town. More and better work done 
here. More happiness in the family. 
Men more respected and more respectable. 
The city quieter and safer for old and 
young. Why, just think how long it is 
since there was a drunken brawl in Quincy! 

Doubtless there is liquor drunk in 
Quincy, but it has to be drunk in the 
family or slyly in some secluded place. 

Now men can walk our streets without 
the open and frequent allurement of the 
liquor saloons. Desiring to escape tempta- 
tion, they have abundant help in the 
of an opportunity to procure 


liquor. It is certainly a preventive to 


drinking habits when one must go to the 
neighboring city for the dram instead of 


being able to satisfy the craving withina 
five or ten minute walk to some saloon. 
The claim is made that money is spent 


by the citizens of Quincy in Boston, which, 
if the saloon were here, would be spent in 
our city. 
shown to be the fact, 


This I do not think can be 
Landlord and store- 
keeper, mechanic and trader, are in my 


opinion better supplied with money, and 


that money is spent in our city, because it 
is easier to be sober and very inconvenient 
to go to Boston to get intoxicated. There 
will always be some in every community 
who would sacrifice the public welfare for 
their individual profit, and it is therefore 
necessary to see that the will of the people 
iscarried out. The enforcement of the 
expressed wish of the people must be care- 
fully attended to so that we can get the 
benefit of freedom from the dram shop; 
but with the law as faithfully enforced as 
it is here in Quincy we reap the full bless- 
ings which can be derived from the absence 
of the open saloon. 

Some places have gone from no-license 
to license and back again to no-license, 
but Il am sure that any community who 
will give a no-license cendition the fair 
trial of a rigid enforcement of the law will 
forever continue the policy of not having 
the rum shop in its midst, 

The drinking of intoxicating liquors is 
especially dangerous to the American 
people because of the intense push and 
activity of our life. Ambition and the 
chase for wealth, position, and fame are 
more than stimulant enough for the most 
slothful, and our national life demands 
that every community should have as little 
to do with the saloon as possible. If every 
dollar that is invested in the rum business 
and its auxiliaries could be diverted into 
legitimate business enterprises, the growth 
and prosperity of this country would be 
wonderful beyond expression. 

With every argument in favor of ab- 
stinence from the use of intoxicants and 
against the use of all kinds of liquors, 
why will intelligent and cultivated people 
lend their influence to foster and encourage 
a traffic that is acurse and a drawback 
to our prosperity?

It is 
said that cheap confectionary and liquors 
are the articles most ipjuriously adulter- 
ated. Candy commonly contains much 
fusel oil and other poisons. Strawberry 
ice-cream—a plate of it—often contains 
almost more fusel oil than five glasses of 
poor whiskey.

A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


Three Men Ki:led and Two Wounded Because | 


of One Man’s Rashness. 

Columbus, Ga., Oct. 15.—Three men 
are dead and two seriously injured asa 
result of a sensational tragedy, which 
occurred yesterday. J. A. White was 
the cause of the whole trouble. White 
and his 19-year-old son murdered, in cold 
blood, two policemen, and wounded two 
other men, who were in the party at- 
tempting to arrest them. The mur- 
dered officers are Richard M. Adams ana 
William Jackson. White was formerly 
a policeman, but for several years has 
been in the shoe business. Yesterday 
he became involved in a quarrel in a 
barroom, and Adams and Jackson 
served him with a summons to answer 
to a charge of disorderly conduct. This 
maddened White, who made threats 
against the officers. He went home, got 
his Winchester, and was joined by his 
son, Who was also armed. T hey went 
to a barroom, and going out from there 
encountered the officers, 

“I told you to get ready, and if you 
are not ready, you ought to be,” White 
called out as he opened fire on Officers 
Adams and Jackson. Adams fell at the 
first shot, then Jackson fell, begging 
the Whites to stop shooting. The father 
stood over him, firing into his prostrate 
body. The news of the affair created 
intense excitement. Policeman Roberts 
went to White's house, knocked, was 
asked in, and as he stepped inside was 
fatally wounded by a ball from White's 
gun. The entire police force, armed 
with Winchesters, and augmented by the 
presence of a large number of armed 
citizens, went to arrest the Whites. The 
son had taken no part fn the last shoot- 
ing, but had fired at both Adams and 
Jackson. The Whites’ home was sur- 
rounded and demands made for gur- 
render. The reply was a shot, which 
wounded a boy in the crowd. Then six 


officers went to the house and broke 
down the doors. As they sprang in 
White fired, wounding Sergeant Pickett, 
at the same time White was shot. He 
attempted to break through, but a dozen 
bullets were put through ls body 
Henry, the son, escaped to the Alabama 
side of the river. A posse with blood- 


hounds is on his trail.

A Stinging Editorial. 

Concord, N. H., Oct. 16—In making 
editorial comment upon the dropping of 
Governor Busiel from the Concord and 
Montreal railroad directorate, Senator 
Chandler says in The Monitor: “Every 
person and every newspaper which fa- 
vors the Milford and Manchester road, 
or any electric railroad is to be destroyed, 
due notices to this effect having been, 
and are being freely served upon mer 
and newspapers. The state officers, the 
national officers and members of the 
state house and senate, are to be owned 
or controlled by railroads. Forthat pur- 
pose conventions and caucuses through- 
out the state are now being packed. This 
is present railroad tactics. What do 
unbought people think of it? The whip- 
ping of Busiel is like that which used to 
come from the slave driver's lash. It 
tortured one negro to terrify others in 
the chain gang, and to make them sneak- 
ing and servile slaves. Possibly some 
time the Boston and Maine railroad man- 
&sers may realize that they are over- 
foing their political tyranny. Possibly 
sometime people may arouse them- 
selves sufficiently to take a hand in the 
fight. 


Not Many New Members. 

Worcester, Mass., Oct. 16.—Mechanics’ 
hall was well filled at the opening session 
of the state convention of the Christian 
Endeavor societies. The secretary's re- 
port did not show numerical growth. 
The number of societies in the state as- 
sociation is 882, of which 695 have made 
“i ports, phe ‘se show an active mem- 

ership « fe .382, and an associate mem- 
. varahin of 9507, making a total of 37,889. 
This gives an average of 54 members for 
each society, and an estimated member- 
ship for the 882 societies as 47,987, Only 
b21 junior societies have been reported 
by district secretaries, showing a mem- 
bership of 11,340. The 695 societies, from 
which figures are at hand, report 617 
missionary committees. They have con- 
tributed $6590 for home missions, $6635.54 
for foreign missions, a total of $13,026.04. 
This gives the amount of 34 1-3 cents per 
member contributed for missionary pur- 
poses. For missionary purposes, other 
than the above, $2398.98 has been con- 
tributed, and for all other benevolences, 


$10,707.39, 


Big influx of Herring. 
Provincetown, Mass., Oct. 18.—An im- 
mense body of herring struck in shore 
here yesterday, estimated at thousands 
of barrels. At high water the space be- 
tween the two long wharves was packed 
with fish close up to the beach, so that 
fish could be dipped up with a net by 
anyone standing on the shore. Sloop 
Nancy took 200 barrels at one haul, and 
the dorymen got from 75 to 100 barrels 
with a copule of common nets. The cold 
storage plant and vessels, and also the 
canning factories, have stopped taking 
the fish, as they were coming in faster 

than they could be handled. 


Skipped With Funds. 

Lowell, Mass., Oct. 16. — It has just 
leaked out that John Lavoie, an assist- 
ant superintendent of the local branch 
of the John Hancock Life Insurance 
company, has defaulted. He disappeared 
Monday night, and the following day, 
Superintendent Pitcher received a tele- 
gram, dated at Montreal, and purporting 
to come from Lavoie, which read as fol- 
lows: “‘How do you like it, George?”

A Serious Charge. 

Quincy, Mass., Oct. 16.—Irving Bates, 
T. F. Holbrook, Eli Eddy and William 
Stetson were arraigned in court hera 
yesterday, charged with poisoning water 
in the Great pond at Randolph. It is 
alleged that they placed paris green in 
the water, and thereby endangered hu- 
man life. Several ducks and geese were 
found dead near the pond. The hearing 
was continued until Oct. 24.

RUN DOWN AT LAST, 


brrest of Ex-Banker Coles, Wanted For Alleged 
Embezziemeut. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 16.—Adolphus C. 
oles, a former New York banker, was 
arrested in this city yesterday, on the 
charge of being a fugitive from justice, 
pnd also that of grand larceny. Coles 
and Leonard Morrello were formerly in 
the banking business at 211 Canal street, 
New York. The bank failed on Dee. 24, 
1894, and shortly afterward Coles dis- 
appeared, his partner alleges, with about} 
$100,000, which he took from the bank. | 
Coles’ arrest was brought about by Mor- 
rello. While walking about town yes- 
terday, the latter saw Coles. He sent} 
two Italians to the detective department 
and Coles was taken into custody. 
Later, when he was confronted by Mor-| 
rello, he admitted his identity as the for- 
mer New York banker. Morrello, who 
is now a laborer, says that before the 
flight of Coles he was worth $100,000. 

According to Morrello’s story, Coles 
and himself were engaged in the bank- 
ing business for nearly two years. Busi-| 
ness was done principally with Italians. | 
Deposits were received from individuals 
and from bankers. Everything went 
well until Dec. 24, 1894, when Coles ig 
said to have fled, with all the money he 
could lay his hands on. The banking 
firm failed, and Morrello says the fall of 
the Morrello & Coles company brought 
with it the failure of a number oft 
Italian bankers in the eastern part of 
the country. 

Coles acknowledged that he failed for 
$18,000, and that he left New York sud- 
denly, but denies the charge that he stole 
from his partner. He says that Mor- 
rello’s tale is much exaggerated. Coles] 
was arraigned, and signified his willing- 
ness to go to New York without the for- 
mality of requisition papers, but tha 
magistrate told him that the law would 
not allow such a proceeding.

In conclusion, the statement reads: 
“In view of the situation, which is made 
apparent by the above recital of facts, 
the majority of the members of the Dem- 
ocratic state committee notify our con- 
stituents that we are unable to carry out 
their will by conducting a campaign 
through the instrumentality of the com- 
mittee designed by the Democracy for 
that purpose, and that the work of the 
campaign must necessarily be pros- 
ecuted through some agency other than 
that of a committee which is controlled 
through fraudulent methods by a 
minority hostile to Bryan, Williams and 
the Chicago platform.” 

The state ballot law commissioners, 
Saturday afternoon, gave a decision 
against George F. Williams and his fol- 
lowers, and declared the state conven- 
tion held in Faneuil hall, by the regular 
state organization of the Democratic 
party, as the legal one. The nominees 
of the Faneuil hall convention will ac- 
cordingly be placed on the official ballot. 
Although Mr. Williams was against the 
state committee, the convention held by 
the latter placed him on the head of the 
ticket, and the decision will not affect 
his name on the ballot, unless he with- 
draws. 

In fact, the nominees of both the con- 
ventions held by Williams’ followers, at 
Music hall, and the one at Faneuil hall, 
named the same ticket, with one or two 
exceptions, so that the contest before the 
commission was solely for the control of 
the state organization. The seizure of 
Music hall, the evening before theconven- 
tion, was the cause of the regulars going 
to Faneuil hall. Both factions, of courée, 
claimed that their convention was the 
legal one. The ballot law commission did 
not make public its full decision, so that 
as yet, Williams’ men have not decided 
what they will do. Williams is cam- 
paigning for Bryan in the west, and has 
not yet been heard from.

Springfield, Mass., Oct. 19.—The mag- 
nificent new church of the Sacred Heart, 
in this city, was dedicated yesterday, by 
Right Rev. Thomas D. Beaven, bishop 
of the diocese of Springfield.

INTERESTING LECTURE, 
Rev. Dr. Vosberg Tells of His Re- 
cent Trip to Palestine. 

The largest attendance thus far was 
noted at the session of the Training school 
for Christian service held Monday even- 
ing. The lesson on * Biblical Geography” 
was conducted by Supt. E. W. Branch in 
the form of a chalk talk, The location of 
Bible lands was shown as well as the re- 
lation of Palestine to the various countries 

of antiquity. 

The lecture by Rev, I. S. Vosberg, D D., 
of Boston, was on the subject ‘ Palestine, 
Past and Present.”’ Dr. Vosberg, in his 
characteristic manner told of his recent 
trip through Palestine, arriving at Joppa 
in such a storm as to recall the experience 
of Jonah, passing through the plain of 
Sharon, which in its floral loveliness is un- 
surpassed, and where one mémber of the 
party picked thirty-two different varieties 
of flowers without moving. Then on to 
Jerusalem, scenes in which he vividly 
described. 

Then a trip to Bethlehem visiting the 
tomb of Rachel, David's well, and the 
Church of the Nativity. A side trip to the 
Dead Sea was made, and of a bath in its 
waters, Dr. Vosberg said it was the most 
delightful sensation he ever experienced, 
the novelty of walking in the water with- 
out the possibility of sinking, and with no 
living thing swimming in the deep waters 
below to disturb nervous people, was an 
experience to.be remembered. 

The Mount of Temptation was described 
as being a barren, dreary, lonely, dessert, 
stony waste; the perpetual habitation of 
the wild beasts of the Judean wilderness; 
there it was that our Lord was tempted. 

Passing through Samaria a stop was 
made at Jacob’s well, now about 80 feet 
deep, though formerly much deeper, and at 
this well, and here alone in all Palestine, 
one can say and be absolutely certain of the 
fact, that Jesus stood right here. 

At Gerezim and Ebal a trial was made 
and it was found that words could be heard 
from one to the other with surprising dis- 
tinctness, After a visit to the Sea of 
Galilee they returned home passing through 
the land of the unspeakable Turk, 

The lesson and lecture next week will be 
on the subject ‘‘ Beginnings,’ and will be 
conducted by the Rev, James Gray, D. D - 
of Boston, whose wife it will be remem- 
bered conducted the interesting series of 
Bible lessons in this place last winter,

at that time. It was agreed that the coin- | 
age ratio must coincide with the com- | 
mercial ratio to make the two metals circu- 
late side by side.

It was found that at that ratio silver soon 
A dollar became worth | 
about 98 cents. Then came into operation | 
a law of finance known as Gresham’s law, 
The law is that the over valued metal will | 
drive out the other. | 
This law is avery simple thing. It is| 
due to a perfectly natural and universal | 
habit of the human mind. If I know this | 
dollar is a little better than that one, 1} 
simply put the valuable dollar in my| 
pocket and pass the cheap one to my 
neighbor, Then it goes into the bank, and 
if itis worth more abroad than the other | 
dollar, it soon goes out of the country. | 
The result is that the more valuable dollars | 
disappear from circulation. This was just 
what happened in the particular instance 
and Thomas Jefferson had to put a stop to 
the coinage of gold. When the war broke} 
out specie payment was discontinued. | 
Then the habit came into custom of quot- | 
ing the premium on gold instead of quot- | 
ing the discount on greenbacks. That 
premium in gold represented merely the | 
discount on the greenback. It it had been | 
the habit of this time to say that the! 
greenback had fallen to a discount of 40 to| 
50 cents, I think 


This Lesson 


Would have penetrated the mind of the 
nation so that they would have realized 
forever afterward that this money was nol 
as good as gold, and circulates only at a 
discount. (Applause.) | 

Then we come down to what is called 
the “crime of 1873.’’ I believe that among 
many thiogs that have been said there is| 
hardly one that so poorly bears examina 
tion as this charge of the crime of °73 
Gov. Boutwell, the eldest of the ex-Gover- 
nors of Massachusetts had a hand pretty 
deep in that crime of ’73, and he has re 
cently given a history of that crime. The | 
bill was printed in whole fourteen times 
during the three years it was discussed and 
the vote was carried nearly unanimously 
by both parties, 

In 1879 there came the Bland-Allison | 
act. This was followed by the Sherman 
act which was receutly repealed. Neither 
of these bills provided for the free coinage 
of silver, but fixed alimitedamount to be 
coined annually at the given ratio. 

Now, I want to call your attention to! 
two or three phases of this silver con- 
troversy. First, there has been no dis- 
crimination against silver. The country 
has stretched discretion to its utmost in | 
favor of the metal. Three times as much 
silver has been coined every year as was 
coined in the entire period of the first 81 | 
years of our nation’s history. | 


The Result Has Been 
That all the time since silver has been | 
steadily tending downward until the dollar | 
today is worth 49 cents, 

That being the case, you may ask| 
why silver dollars pass current. You| 
say why not coin more of them if they} 
will pass for their face value? First, 
there never was any free coinage of sil- 
ver. Second, those silver dollars are prac 
tically interchangeable for gold. The| 
Sherman act declares it to be the policy | 
of the United States to maintain the | 
parity of the dollars coined. This na- |} 
tion has pledged its credit to support | 
the value of our silver dollars. To 
maintain that we know what straits 
the Treasury has been put to, It has 
been obliged to sell bonds while trying 
to do what this act declared to be! 
the established policy of the United 
States. Up to this time they have suc- 
ceeded in doing it on a limited coinage 
of dollars, 

What does free coinage mean? It does 
not mean that the United States shall 
buy silver. It means that the United | 
States shall take the silver of every 
man who comes and return it with the 
stamp and credit of the Government 
upon it in the ratio of 16toi, I have 
not much ballion to bring. You have 
not much, But there are people who 
have it. They are the silver mine own- 
ers. And there are foreign holders of | 
silver bullion, 

What Kind of Dollars 

Would these be ? They would be handed 
back to the man who brought them. In 
order for you and me to get them, we 
should have to give him, the mine owner, 
some product, render him some labor. 
What would be the effect of these dollars ? 
It is claimed by the silver devotees that 
they will be just as good as they are now. 
If they do not depreciate they will be just 
as hard to get as they are today. But if 
they do depreciate, we shall not get any | 
benefit out of it because we shall have to 
work just as hard for the dollar as we do 
today. 

The United States can declare that this 
depreciated dollar shall pass for the same 
as the present dollar. But it cannot de- 
clare that you and I shall sell our products 
at the same price then as today, That will 
be the result upon prices? The merchant, 
farmer, elc., can usually imark up his|

MORE IN FINES. 


The City Gets a Large Income From 
the District Court. 

The amount received this year by the 
City Treasurer from the District court for 
fines imposed is nearly fifty per cent. more | 
than for the corresponding period last | 
year. In 1895, up to Oct. 1, the City 
Treasurer received +587, and this year up 
to the same date he had received 31,250.90, 
an increase of $572.90. This large in- | 
crease is due mainly to fines imposed for | 
the illegal sale and keeping of liquor, | 
which goes to show that Chief Havden and | 
his officers have been unusually active in | 
this line, and that he is after the violators 
with a sharp stick. | 

The expense attached to this department | 
has been smal] for the reason that the| 
raids made were by regular officers who do 
not receive any court fees. 

Chief Hayden has also been fortunate in 
having the fines paid in the lower court, as 
all that remains there after the expenses 
have been paid is turned over to the city, 
whereas if an appeal is taken and the fines 
paid a Dedham, the country gets the} 
benefit.

POPULISTS OF GEORGIA 


Will Not Pe Satisfied With Sewall 
Upon Their Ticket, 


Elector Felton Comes Out In 
Favor of McKinley. 


All Other Populist Electors Will Probably Be 
Withdrawn. 


Atlanta, Oct. 22.—In giving his reasons 
for going over to McKinley, Dr. Felton, 
a Populist elector, who resigned yester- 
day, among other things, says: “First, 
I felt indignant at the treatment of 
Thomas E. Watson by Candidate Bryan, 
who has ignored the Georgia Populist 
leader up to date. I desire to be free 
tu vote as I pleased, and I shall not vote 
for William J. Bryan. A man who could 
vote for Weaver in 1892, against the Dem- 
ocratic nominee, is not the person to re- 
fuse Thomas E. Watson as his running 
mate on the presidential ticket. I hold 
Mr. Bryan responsible for the insult 
passed upon southern Vopulists, when 
his chairman, Jones, remanded us to 
the ‘negroes,’ Where, he said, we ‘be- 
longed. It was a gratuitous insult to 
1,000,000 of southern men, who offered to 
vote for Candidate bryan, upon condi- 
tion that Mr. Sewall was withdrawn, and 
Mr. Watson was the regular nominee. 
The insult was so gross and uncalled for 
that Candidate Bryan would have been 
justified in, displacing his man, Jones, as 
the smallest reparation that he could 
offer. 

“On Oct. 14, Thomas E. Watson wired 
Abe Steinberger at Topeka that the 
Populists had been sold out, and their 
party made a footmat for Democratic 
politicians to wipe their feet on, under 
the hypocritical pretense of patriotism. 

“I was convinced that the party was 
sold out at St. Louis by a coalition be- 
tween Chairman Jones and the ‘Silver 
trust’ on one side, and the Allen-Weaver- 
Peffer-Kolb-Butlar combineontheother. 
I do not intend to be kidnapped into vot- 
ing for Arthur Sewall by any trick or 
combination at this late hour. If ] 
must vote what he represents I will take 
the chances on a candidate who does not 
deceive me.” 

The Populist and Democratic commit- 
tees made an agreement yesterday. 
The People’s Party, in its issue for the 
current week, says Populist electors in 
Georgia will probably be withdrawn en- 
tirely. It further says: 

The Populists of Georgia made an 
earnest effort to secure a united front for 
Bryan and Watson. The Democrats re- 
fused to listen to theirdemands. They 
treat the Populists with contempt; do 
not answer them, but give their reply 
to the press. The Populist electors in 
Georgia will probably be withdrawn. 
Populists will all work for their con- 
gressmen. The Democrats, after pass- 
ing their resolutions, had about four 
hours in which to communicate with the 
Populist executive committee, which 
was in session. Their resolution proves 
they did not intend to communicate with 
the Populists, only to make peace with 
the public.

Mr. Wat- 
son said that he had not sought to lay 
obstacles in the way of Bryan, and that 
the People’s party can unite on Bryan 
for support, but not on Sewall. “I have 
no personal objection to Mr. Sewall,” the 
speaker continued, “but oppose him he- 
cause the party which for six years has 
denounced the national banking system 
ought not to be asked to support a na- 
tional banker. Th@ party which has 
denounced bondholders and railroads 
ought not to be asked to support a bond- 
holder and railroad king. A New Eng- 
land plutocrat cannot be expected to be 
in sympathy with the south and west, 
and we ask Democrats not to ask us to 
violate our principles.”

Boston, Oct. 22.—The Republican club 
of Massachusetts held its sixth annual) 
dinner in Music hall last night. The hal) 
was dressed in a blaze of red, white and 
blue. “Old Glory” was displayed every- 
where, from dome to ficor.

His declaration in favor of the gold 
standard and against Governor Altgeld 
is regarded as a most important inci 
dent in the present state campaign. Mr.

Prov. ii, 1-9. 

A proverb is a wise saying, contain- 
ing but few words, that expresses some 
practical truth. The Bible contains 
many proverbs, the most of which are 
| found in the book of the Proverbs of 
/Solomon. This book is a collection of 
| the short sayings of Solomon, the wisest 
of ancient kings, and perhaps has inter- 
mingled with those Solomon the 
common and familiar proverbs of his 
day—the brief of other men 
who were both wise and pious. 

This 1s an important book because it 
lis a practical one. It reveals in striking 
epigrams the weaknesses and follies of 
human life. It deals wisely with 1m- 
portant practical questions of human 
life and of man’s duty to God and his 
duty to his fellow man. It emphasizes 
noble traits of human character—char- 
ity, modesty, virtue, industry, honesty— 
land holds up to condemnation the op- 
posite of these. It gives us great and 
important truths in a nutshell in such 
a way that when once impressed upon 
| the mind these truths are fixed upon if. 
They remain to be used whenever the 
occasion may arise. 

The passage selected for our topical 
reference is one of the many in which 
wisdom and religion are connected and 
the relation existing between them ex- 
pressed.

The last two presidential elections have 
been singularly free from uncertainty 
It was known by 10 p. m., on election day 
{in 1888, that Mr. Harrison had defeated 
Mr. Cleveland, and it was known with 
equal certainty at 11 p. m., on election 
day in 1892, that Mr. Cleveland had de- 
feated Mr. Harrison. But in the electiou 
of 1884, when Mr. Cleveland defeated Mr.

QUINCY POINT ABLAZE. TORCHLIGHT TONIGHT. 


Representative Newcomb and Presi- 


dent Shaw Entertain. 


The McKinley & Hobert battalion parad- 
ed at Quincy Point Saturday night upon 
invitation of Representative T. H. New- 
comb.

Sharp Cross Examination. 


Another day was devoted to the Enter- 
prise hearing un Saturday.

Lawyer Blackmur 
said he thought he could show that Clare 
had watched in the sick bay. 

Hearing adjourned until Monday.

Antitoxin Treatment. 

Professor Paltauf has published statistics 
of 1,103 cases of diphtheria in which 
antitoxin was employed, with the result of 
970 recoveries and 133 deaths, equivalent 
to a mortality of 12.5 percent. He lays 
much stress upon the early application of 
the serum, for in the case of injections 
made on the second day of the disease the 
mortality amounted to 67 per cent., 
whereas in those made on the third day it 
amounted to 19 per cent., in those on the 
fourth to 23 per cent., in those on the 
fifth to 31 per cent., and in those on and 
after the sixth to 33.3 percent. Professor 
Paltauf makes mention of the epidemic of 
diphtheri@ in Ischl, where in December, 
1895, all those children died who had not 
received the anti-toxin treatment; whereas 
in January, 1806, in the cases of 16 
children attacked with the disease and 
treated with anti-toxin the result was in 
every way successfal.—The Lancet

The general court shall assemble every

The secretary, treasurer and receiver gen- 
eral, auditor, and attorney-general, shall 
hold their respective oftices for two years, 
beginning with the third Wednesday in the 
January succeeding their election, and until 
others are chosen and qualified in their 
Stead. 

A person shall be eligible as treasurer and 
receiver general, for th~ge successive terms 
and no more. 

The first election to which this article shall 
apply shall be that held on the Tuesday next 
after the first Monday in November in the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight; and 
thereafter elections for the choice of all the 
officers before mentioned shall be held bi- 
ennially on the Tuesday next after the first 
Monday in November.

4, All such nomination papers shall be re- 
spectively sealed and filed with the Secreta- 
ries of the Ward Committees not less than 
five days previous to the day on which the 
caucuses are to be held for which the nom- 
inations are made; they shall not be opened 
until the time fixed for their announcement. 
Any form of nomination papers which shall 
clearly set forth the names and offices for 
which said candidates or delegates are pro- 
posed will be accepted by the Secretaries of 
the Ward Committees. 

5. The ballots to be used at the caucuses 
of the Republican voters will be prepared 
under the supervision of the Secretaries of 
the respective Ward Committees and the 
method of voting at said cancusee shall be 
the Australian system, so called. As to 
matters herein not specially provided for, 
and in the event of any dispute, the Ward 
Committees shall determine questions so 
arising as justice and equity may require.

Mr. Hanna was not pre- 
pared to issue any official statement, but 
he says he expects that Major McKin- 
ley will receive at least 300 votes in tha 
electoral college, and it is not uncertain 
that he will get 310. He expects that 
there will be a large vote from the Gold 
Democrats in various parts of the coun- 
try, especially in the eastern and middle 

western states. 

Reports from Republican committee- 
men in 12 states were received at na- 
tional headquarters last night. There 
ports from Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Mary- 
land, Michigan, Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Ohio, South Dakota and West Virginia 
give the electoral vote of each as certain 
for McKinley and Hobart. In addition 
to the states named, there were also en- 
couraging reports from New York and 
Texas. 

Senator Butler, chairman of the Popu- 
list national committee, was, with Vice 
Chairman Washburn, in consultation 
with Chairman Jones, of the Democratic 
committee, much of the time yesterday 
They went over the details of the cam- 
paign, at considerable length, together 
They authorize no statement, but they 
agreed in classing Minnesota, Michigan 
and Indiana as certain for bryan. Much 
time was spent in discussing the aspect 
as affected by the Populist vote, and 
Senator Jones was assured by Messrs 
Butler and Washburn that that vote 
would be practically unanimous for 
Bryan. “It is,’ said Senator Butler, “in 
much better shape than we could have 
hoped for at the beginning of the cam- 
paign. There are, to be sure, a few 
states in which fusion has not been ar- 
ranged, but there has been no failure in 
any state where Mr. Bryan's chances 
could be imperilled by failure.” Jones 
was also assured that there need be no 
apprehension that Watson would do 
anything to imperil Bryan's chances 
Tiis much ane ussed letter of acceptance 
will not be given to the public. Senator 
Putler will Raat give it out, and it is 
understood that Watson has also agreed 
to withhold it. 


After a hard day's campaigning, Will- 
iam J. Bryan returned to Chicago last 
night, arriving at the Northwestern 
railroad station at 7:15 p.m. A crowd of 
several hundred people met him at the 
depot, and cheered lustily as he left his 
car. Mr. Bryan had dined before reach- 
ing Chicago, and was met at the train 
by the reception committee,which was to 
guide him about the city. He entered a 
carriage at the station, and was driven 
directly to the hall, at which he made 
his first address. The nominee made 
eight speeches on the North and North- 
west sides. At each meeting he was en- 
thusiastically greeted by large crowds. 

The first of the evening speeches was 
delivered at St. Stanislaus hall, which 
was jammed. After his speech there, Mr. 
Bryan addressed good-sized audiences 
in succession at Social Turner hall, Lin- 
con Turner hall, Lages hall, Garfield 
Turner hall, Mueller’s hall, North Sid: 
Turner hall and Brand’s hall. 

The itinerary of Mr. Bryan up to the 
day before election has been completed. 
He left Chicago late last night for Green- 
bay, Wis., for his first speech today. The 
stopping places for the Wisconsin trip 
are as follows: Depere, Kaukauna, Ap- 
pleton, Neenah, Menasha, Doty’s Isl- 
and, Oshkosh, Fon Du Lac, Chester, 
Juneau, Watertown, Jefferson, Fort At- 
kinson, Janesville, Evansville and Madi- 
son. After the Madison meeting the 
party will make a night run to Dubuque, 
Ia., going thence, via Monmouth, Ills., t 
Burlington, Ia. The Saturday tour 
through lowa will begin about 6:30 
o’clock. Stops will be made at Ottumwa, 
Creston, Council Bluffs, Mt. Pleasant, 
Fairfield, Albia, Chariton, Osceola, Corn- 
ing and Red Oak. The night meeting 
will be held at Council Bluffs. 

Mr. Bryan will go to his home in Lin- 
coln immediately after the Council 
Bluffs meeting, to rest Sunday.
